Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments define the conductive member as a resin or composite of metal and resin. This more narrowly 
defines the device. This narrower embodiment has not previously been examined or searched. Therefore the amendments would require 
further search and consideration. 

Applicant's arguments have been reviewed but are not found persuasive. On page 8 of the response, applicant argues that the instant 
invention discloses a specific application not disclosed in the teaching of St. George. The argument has been considered, however the 
argument address an intended use for the system, and does not address the structural elements that define the device. Furthermore, as 
discussed in the Final Office Action, all the structural elements recited in the claims are taught in the prior art. For these reasons, the 
arguments are not sufficient to overcome the prior art. 

Applicant further argues the claims as amended. However, the arguments are not sufficient to overcome the outstanding rejection. 
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
